This man is as ſubjel® 30 erre dangerouſly, as any man 
from whom he diſſes, Now Geo. Foxhas attai'd «great repitation among the 
Quakers, end « become of an inconſiderable. Shoes Maker or mean Servant,- a great 
Teacher and, Leader of a numero compg?y of Men aud Women, wha all profeſ to 
be guided by the Light within them, which they [ay ere. matyiibut leads every ane of 
them, (and every man that is Obedient toit) into all Truth, Righteouſneſs, Love, 
and Goodneſs ; inſomuch that all men Snjperialhy if they be acquainted with their 
Doflrine and Praflice) that joyn nt With them, are condemned by them, as of a falſe

' ruption? Read my Book, page 12. line /aſt, and page 73. limes 1,2,3,4.5,6,7,8, 
- and ſee if they be not theſe words, riz: That there are of the People called 
Seekers, Baptiſts, Independants , and others (whoſe converſations become the 
profeſſion of what they own and witneſs of Gad in themſelves) whom Tas
